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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claims 26 and 45 change the scope of the claimed inventions and would require 
further consideration. Though the proposed changes merely incorporates the subject matter of claims 43 and 48, it also change the 
scope of the claims with regards to the other dependent claims. For example, the subject matter of claim 27 previously did not include 
the limitation of claim 43. However, with the proposed changes, the scope of this claim now includes the limitation of a fluid device 
comprising an inhaler. This limitation has not been previously considered for this claim or any other claim except for claims 43 and 48. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued the Finality of the last 
Office action. Again, it is noted that the last Office action is in response to the amendments filed on 7/7/05, which included amendments 
to the claims. A final Office action was mailed on 3/6/06 in response to that amendment but the Finality of that Office action was 
withdrawn. That Office action was negated and the Finality of the last Office action is still in reponse to the same set of claims that were 
filed on 7/7/05, which were amended. 

It is also noted that the limitation of claim 43 and 48 merely states what the vaporizing device is capable of performing. However, this is 
irrelevant since the independent claims are directed towards a method of manufacturing a device, not a method of using said device. 
The device comprising an inhaler does not provide any additional manufacturing steps to the claims. 
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
